

Cambridge fans were 
^hunted in an ambush’ 


A DOZEN men attacked a Cam¬ 
bridge United fan “in a carefully 
prepared ambush” that left him 
with permanent brain damage, 
a court heard. 

Simon Dobbin is still unable 
to walk or talk after he was at¬ 
tacked around 7.15pm on March 
21,2015, following his team’s 0-0 
away draw with Southend Unit¬ 
ed. 

Mr Dobbin was among a 
group of Cambridge fans who 
had stayed for a post-match 
drink in the Blue Boar pub in 
Southend, the designated pub 
for away supporters. 

Basildon Crown Court heard 
yesterday that a group, looking 
to attack any Cambridge fans 
in “revenge” for an earlier fight, 
had scouted out potential tar¬ 
gets in the Blue Boar before ly¬ 
ing in wait at the Railway Tavern, 
the designated pub for home 
supporters. 

The Railway Tavern is between 
the Blue Boar and Prittlewell 
railway station, which the Cam¬ 
bridge fans were heading to after 
their drink. 

Andrew lackson, prosecuting, 
told the court that the 13 de¬ 
fendants sent out ‘scouting par¬ 
ties’ to find Cambridge fans. 

“It was quite simply a care¬ 
fully prepared ambush,” he told 
jurors. 

The court heard of the move-

ments of Mr Dobbin and his 
friend Mr East, who arrived in 
Southend at around midday and 
then moved to the Blue Boar 
pub by 2pm, where they were 
noticed by Southend fans. 

After the game, they went back 
to the Blue Boar, where there 
were a dozen Cambridge fans. 

Mr lackson said that a group 
of the defendants were part of a 
scouting party sent to find Cam¬ 
bridge fans. 

He said: “Greg Allen joined 
Matthew Petchey and Philip 
McGill in the Blue Boar, followed 
by lamie Chambers, Ryan Carter 
and the Woods brothers, lames 
and Alexander. 

“They were heard to shout 
‘any Cambridge here?”’ 

All the men then left the pub, 
on Victoria Avenue, except 
McGill, who went into the toi¬ 
lets. 

This, Mr lackson said, was so 
he could tip the others off when 
the Cambridge fans left. 

Mr lackson continued his 
opening saying that Mr Dobbin 
and fellow Cambridge fans then 
realised they were in danger. 

He said: “They decided to 
leave and go to the station to 
catch their train. The defend¬ 


ants had flushed them out of 
that pub. 

“These defendants knew that 
the route would take the sup¬ 
porters past the Railway Tavern 
in order to access the station.” 

The court then heard how 11 
of the defendants were outside 
in the street by 7.15pm. 

The Woods brothers. Cham¬ 
bers, Carter, Petchey, Thomas 
Randall and Scott Nicholls left 
the Railway Tavern, followed by 
all the other defendants, except 
for Ian Young, who remained in 
the Railway Tavern. 

McGill had been following the 
Cambridge supporters. 

Mr lackson continued: “They 
acted together as a pack, throw¬ 
ing glasses and bottles as weap¬ 
ons. 

“Mr Dobbin and his friend 
were set upon.” 

Mr lackson outlined the na¬ 
ture of Mr Dobbin’s injuries for 
the jury. 

“Simon Dobbins sustained 
massive and serious injuries in 
that attack. 

“He suffered massive and per¬ 
manent brain injuries.” 

The court heard that the at¬ 
tack on Mr Dobbin lasted no 
more than 90 seconds but it 
caused life-changing injuries.

Call to tighten 
up on child 
internet safety 



THE number of cyber-relat¬ 
ed sex crimes fell dramati¬ 
cally in Suffolk from 37 to 
nine last year, according to 
the latest figures from the 
NSPCC. 

The figures for 2016/17 
compared to 2015/16 also 
show a slight fall in the 
number of cases in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire from 66 to 53. 

But the report reveals the 
pivotal role the internet 
plays in child sex offences. 

The youngest victim re¬ 
corded by Cambridgeshire 
police was just five years 
old. 

Across England and Wales 
more than 5,600 child sex 
crimes that had a cyber 
element were committed 
against children. 

This number has risen by 
more than a third (44 per 
cent) from 2015/16 when 39 
forces across England and 
Wales, who responded to 
the same Ereedom of Infor¬ 
mation request by the NSP¬ 
CC, recorded 3,903 cyber- 
related sexual offences. 

This is the second year 
police have been required

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to record - ‘cyber hag’ - any 
crime that involved the in¬ 
ternet. 

The latest figures show 
police are recording an av¬ 
erage of 15 internet-related 
sex crimes against children 
a day, highlighting a worry¬ 
ing trend in how predators 
are using the internet to tar¬ 
get children. 

Across England and 
Wales, for offences where 
age was recorded, 13 was 
the most common age of 
the victim (257) but there 
were nearly 100 offences 
committed against children 
aged 10 and under, with the 
youngest victim aged just 3 
years old. 

The NSPCC is calling on 
the next government to 
make child online safety a 
top priority. 

Peter Wanless, CEO of the 
NSPCC said: “These figures 
confirm our fears that of¬ 


fenders are exploiting the 
internet to target children 
for their own dark deeds. 

“Children also tell our 
Childline service they are 
being targeted online by 
adults who pose as children 
and try to meet them, or 
persuade them to perform 
sexual acts on webcams, 
before blackmailing them. 
This terrifies them and can 
leave some feeling worth¬ 
less, depressed and suicidal. 

“We cannot idly sit by 
knowing that more and 
more innocent young peo¬ 
ple are being harmed on¬ 
line. Today’s worrying data 
leaves the next government 
with no choice but to ur¬ 
gently address this issue. We 
are calling on them to force 
internet companies and so¬ 
cial media sites to adhere to 
rules that keep their young 
users safe.” 

The NSPCC is demanding 
changes including: an inde¬ 
pendent regulator to hold 
social media companies 
to account and fine them 
where they fail to protect 
children; government regu¬ 
lated minimum standards 
which internet companies 
must meet to safeguard 
children; and children to be 
automatically offered safer 
social media accounts, with 
default privacy settings, to 
protect them from harmful 
content and offenders who 
seek to prey on them.

Come search 
may move on

coach denies 
charges of 
sex abuse 


AN 81-year-old former football 
coach has pleaded not guilty to 
allegations of historical sexual 
abuse. 

Eric Cooper appeared 
before Cambridge Crown 
Court charged with indecently 
assaulting one boy under the 
age of 14 on two separate 
occasions, between December 
31,1967, and January 1,1970. 

The court heard Cooper had 
been involved with non-league 
football in Cambridgeshire and 
the charges relate to his time 
as a coach. 

Cooper, of The Shade, 
Soham, spoke only to confirm 
his personal details and to 
deny two counts of indecent 
assault of a boy aged under 
14 in a 20-minute hearing last 
Wednesday. 

The defendant was bailed to 
appear at Cambridge Crown 
Court for trial on December 11 
this year. 

The trial is estimated to take 
five to six days. 
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THE search for missing Cor- 
rie McKeague will move to 
incineration waste if the 
23-year-old is not found in a 
landfill site near Cambridge, 
according to his mother. 

Police have been searching 
the Milton site for more than 
13 weeks, after discovering 
that a bin lorry had carried 
waste there which was heavy 
enough to have included the 
airman’s body. 

But specialists have so far 
failed to find anything con¬ 
nected to the 23-year-old. 

Corrie’s mum, Nicola Ur- 
quhart, 48, commented on 
Facebook: “Some of the rub¬ 
bish that is stored at Red 
Lodge then goes on to incin¬ 
eration. 

“What is left of what would 
have been incinerated at the 
time Corrie went missing 
has been kept secure. 

“If the landfill search does 
not find Corrie, the police 
will check the incineration 
waste.” 

Corrie was last seen on 
CCTV walking into a refuse 
area behind a Greggs bakery

in Bury St Edmunds on Sep¬ 
tember 24. 

His mobile signal was 
traced and it followed a simi¬ 
lar route to that of the bin 
lorry. 

Commercial waste from 
Bury St Edmunds is usu¬ 
ally taken to the Red Lodge 
Waste Transfer Station. 

If it cannot be incinerated 
or recycled, then the lorry 
takes the waste on to Milton 
or Great Blakenham. 

But police remain confi¬

dent that Corrie is in the Mil- 
ton landfill. 

When asked about their 
plans if Corrie was not found 
at the landfill, a spokeswom¬ 
an from Suffolk police said: 
“Police remain focused on 
the landfill search at Milton, 
and this search continues.” 

Around 4,000 tonnes 
of waste have been sifted 
through at the landfill in the 
search for Corrie. 

The search at the site could 
end this week.

{News, May 31) and, as a resident 
of Mildenhall who lives on the 
Queen sway, the access road to this 
development, I could not disagree 
more with the project. 

The site is in a area of natural 
beauty where the residents of 
Mildenhall cycle, walk and enjoy 
the abundant wildlife that this area 
provides. 

The services that will be there 
won't service the community as 
described in the feature. The fire 
station does not want to move and 
has a petition in place explaining very 
clearly why this will not work. The 
school, council offices, swimming 
pool are in assorted sites now and 
hence there is no problem with 
access. If you are pregnant, elderly 
or disabled, to walk to the new 
site is considerably further. If the 
Queensway is to have double yellow 
lines as mooted then where will 
people like us park? When was the 
AECOM assessment done? Not on a 
speedway or stock car racing night, I 
am sure, or Friday teatime, especially 
on bank holidays when the traffic is 
nose to tail. 

I for one am not the least bit 
excited about this project and anyone 
I speak to in the town feels the same. 
Could we just for once practise what 
we preach and "upcycle" while 
protecting the environment, as this is 
the legacy that will transform many 


generations' lives for years to come - 
not bricks and mortar.

Loss of our 
national pride 

I AM a three-times graduate. My 
first graduation was as an infantry 
officer at the Royal Military Academy 
Sandhurst, my second at the 
University of Reading, in agricultural 
economics, my third graduation 
from the College of Traditional 
Acupuncture, then at Leamington 
Spa. 

Sandhurst taught me to uphold my 
peoples and my nation, even to die 
for them. Acupuncture taught me to 
have patience for the infirm. Reading 
University was a disappointment - 
too many school-leavers with no real 
purpose for being there. 

In the early 1970s, I also learned 
that the essence of the public school 
product was obedience to 'the 
system'. Essentially, public school 
entities made obedient civil servants - 
not as disappointing as the then state- 
schooled product who were taught 
to go around feeling "wronged" and 
"disadvantaged". 

During my lifetime, the public 
school ethos of service to others 
without personal reward has 
changed. This is due to a 'big money' 
influence. Understanding 'big 
money' is now a pre-requisite for 
political success. However, I do not 
find that 'big money' people, focused 


on globalisation, understand national 
loyalty and cohesion. Many will sell 
their human responsibilities for a 
pittance. 

It is clear that ever since national 
military service was stopped, 
subsequent generations have very 
low understanding of the value of 
their nation and of their own people. 
Unused to any notion of defending 
their ground and devoid of the 
tools to enable them to stand firm, 
university graduates especially, submit 
too readily to perceived 'higher and 
more threatening powers'. They 
believe they can buy their way out 
of trouble by effectively bribing 
others with aid, or by overlooking 
the wickedness others may execute, 
in false hope that recipients will then 
like them.

Youth project sees 37 per cent 
fall in anti-social behaviour 


A PROJECT that runs alternative 
sports projects for youngsters to 
prevent them getting involved in 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
is proving a great success.

The project aims to transform 
young people’s lives and make a 
significant impact on reducing 
crime and youth violence in de¬ 
prived communities, while tack¬ 
ling feelings of hopelessness.

Futures project manager, said 
“Obviously we can’t take all the 
credit for the reduction in the re¬ 
corded number of anti-social be¬ 
haviour incidents, however, our 
free weekly sessions of football, 
boxing, street dance and multi 
sports continue to attract large 
numbers of young people in 
these deprived areas, and we def¬ 
initely offer a positive alternative 
to poor behavioural choices.”

Most of the volunteers at Suf¬ 
folk Positive Futures are young 
people who have come through 
the service and gone from being 
a participant to wanting to give 
something back. 

In the last five years the pro¬ 
ject has worked with 5,000 
young people between the ages 
of 10 and 19 and has had more 
than 50,000 people attend sports 
sessions. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk’s Police 
and Crime Commissioner, said: 
“I have seen first-hand the posi¬ 
tive impact that Suffolk Positive 
Futures can have on young peo¬ 
ple and I’d like to think the re¬ 
duction in anti-social behaviour 
can be linked in some way to 
the various programmes funded 
through my crime and disorder 
reduction grants.” 

He added: “All too often young 
people make a wrong choice as 
teenagers and this limits their 
choices in the future. 


“By showing our young people 
how to make positive life choices 
they become good citizens and 
giving them positive role mod¬ 
els will help them to become 
more confident and principled 
adults.” 

He said: “Whilst I know it’s not 
all about sport and dance, never¬ 
theless this approach helps our 
youngsters know what’s right or 
wrong and to have a purpose in 
life.

Sessions are run every Friday 
night 7pm-9pm at Haverhill 
Sports Centre and in Newmar¬ 
ket two sessions are run, a girls’ 
football session on a Monday 
evening at 5.30pm and the other 
sports session on Friday nights 
between 8pm and 10pm.

“About 90 seconds after they 
had streamed out of the Railway 
Tavern, the first of them got back 
in there including Carter, Cham¬ 
bers, Randall, Alexander Woods, 
NichoUs and Petchey.” 

He told the jury that fames 
Woods, NichoUs, Rhys Pullen, 
and Michael Shawyer chased 
Cambridge supporters. 

It is then claimed that Young 
took Lewis Courtnell and hid him 
in a room that he rented in the 
Railway Tavern. 

Police had retrieved a number 
of messages deleted from his 
phone, one of which was sent to 
Courtnell, saying “sit tight mate”. 

The court also heard that Ran¬ 
dall had sent text messages say¬ 
ing “if he dies, my life will be 
over,” and “if he is, Tm handing 
myself in. Tm scared genuinely.” 


A number of calls and messag¬ 
es sent and received between the 
accused on the day of the attack 
were read out. 

The jury was also told of an ear¬ 
lier fight at the Spread Eagle pub 
between supporters from both 
teams, that did not include Mr 
Dobbin or Mr East. 

CCTV was shown to the jury by 
the prosecution which showed 
injuries to the hands of Carter 
and Alexander Woods. 

Text messages sent by fason 
Dockerty to Ryan Carter were 
also read out saying: “Get rid of 
today’s cobber p^, keep low.” 

Another message said to ‘delete 
these messages’. 

Ryan Carter replied to fason 
Dockerty: “I am mate LOL got 
blood all off me shoe, when I said 
bad face, I mean bad. They chalk- 
marked his body and blues and 
twos to hospital.” 

The prosecution said that Cart¬ 


er got rid of his shoe because he 
was involved in the violence. 

The trial continues. 

The charges: 

Twelve men are charged with 
violent disorder. Lewis Court¬ 
nell, 33, a fence installer, of Sta¬ 
dium Road, Southend; Michael 
Shawyer, 30, a tiler, of Belgrave 
Road, Leigh-on-Sea; Matthew 
Petchey, 24, a labourer, of Las- 
celles Gardens, Rochford; Alex¬ 
ander Woods, 24, of Fairmead 
Avenue, Westcliff; Philip McGill, 
31, an electrician, of Hornhy Av¬ 
enue, Westcliff; Thomas Randall, 
21, a consumer credit employee, 
of Seaforth Avenue, Southend; 
Greg Allen, 28, a painter, of Wel¬ 
lington Avenue, Westcliff; James 
Woods, 24, a chef, of Fairmead 
Avenue, Westcliff; Scott NichoUs, 
40, a construction worker, of 
Little Spenders, Basildon; Ryan 
Carter, 20, unemployed, of York 


Road, Southend; Jamie Cham¬ 
bers, 22, unemployed, of Cole¬ 
man Street, Southend; ; and 
Rhys Ihillen, 21, of Bridge Road, 
Wickford. 

Pullen admits violent disor¬ 
der and the other 11 defendants 
have pleaded not guilty. 

The prosecution say a 13th de¬ 
fendant, Ian Young, 41, of Bright- 
well Avenue, Westcliff, remained 
inside the Railway Tavern at the 
time of the attack. He denies as¬ 
sisting a criminal offender by 
hiding them while police were 
conducting a search. 

All 13 defendants deny con¬ 
spiracy to commit violent disor¬ 
der.

GET a view of a new sport when 
the national horseball team will 
be training for a major competi¬ 
tion in Newmarket this weekend. 

The Ladies and Pro-Elite Team 
GB Horseball team will be train¬ 
ing at the National Heritage Cen¬ 
tre for Horseracing and Sporting 
Art on June 10 to 11 before the 
International Horseball Eedera- 
tion European Cup, being held 
in Erance in August. 

Visitors will be able to watch 
the team training throughout 
the day in the Peter O’Sullevan 
Arena at Palace House, under 
the watchful eye of team coach 
Christophe Desormeaux. 

Spectators can also meet the 
team members with their horses 
to get a better understanding of 
the sport. 

What is horseball? 

As the name suggests, horse¬ 
ball is played on horseback. 

The ball is handled and points 
are scored by shooting it through 
a hoop one metre in diameter. 

A team of four players have to 
make a minimum of three passes 
between three different players 


on their team, before scoring a 
goal through the hoop. 

The game is usually played on 
sand, and the pitch is rectangu¬ 
lar at approximately 65 metres 
by 25 metres. 

What can the opposition do to 
defend? 

The defending team can pre¬ 


vent the opposition from scor¬ 
ing by either pushing opponents 
out of the playing area using 
their horse’s weight, or by getting 
alongside a player and grabbing 
the ball. 

But each rider must remain 
seated in their saddle. If the 
player leaves their saddle, they 
will give away a penalty. 


If both stay seated and the de¬ 
fender keeps hold of the ball for 
three seconds, then their team 
earns a penalty. 

If a ball is dropped or falls to 
the ground, anyone can pick it 
up as long as the players travel 
in the same direction as play was 
when the ball was dropped, to 
avoid any collisions.

Horsemen’s Group plans appeal 
against Hatchfield Farm ruling

A GROUP representing Newmarket’s 
horseracing industry has weighed 
hack into the battle to prevent 400 
homes being built near the town. 

Controversy has been raging 
over a plan by Lord Derby to build 
on land at Hatchfield Farm, just a 
stone’s throw from Newmarket. 

The Secretary of State’s decision 
to refuse permission was success¬ 
fully challenged following a High 
Court decision on May 9. 

The Secretary of State did not seek 
permission to appeal against the 
judgment. 

Less than a month ago, Lord 
Derby scored a High Court victory 
when a judge ruled that Communi¬ 
ties Secretary Sajid Javid’s decision 
to scotch Lord Derby’s plans was 
inconsistent and “plainly deficient”. 

A spokesman for Lord Derby 
told the News he was pleased with 
the decision, adding: “The fact the 
judge ruled in our favour on two of 
the four grounds is a powerful en¬ 
dorsement of our view the Secretary 
of State’s decision-making process 


was flawed.” 

Now the Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group, which represents racehorse 
owners, trainers, jockeys, stable 
staff and breeders, has applied for 
permission to appeal. 

The group’s members are worried 


about extra traffic, and concerned 
for the safety of thoroughbreds us¬ 
ing horse crossings in the area. 

William Gittus, chairman of the 
group, said: “We can confirm that 
the Newmarket Horsemen’s Group 
has applied to the Court of Appe^ 


for permission to appeal the judge’s 
decision on the Statutory Review. 

“Had the timing been different 
then the Secretary of State may well 
have lodged an appeal, but on ac¬ 
count of the deadline being in the 
midst of the General Election cam¬ 


paign it fell to us to do so.” 

A spokesperson for the Depart¬ 
ment of Communities and Local 
Government said a third party has 
sought permission to appeal but 
was unable to comment further as 
proceedings are ongoing.

Special meeting decides to push 
ahead with council union plans

THE next step towards the creation of a sin¬ 
gle West Suffolk council has been agreed at 
a special joint meeting of Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council and St Edmundshury Borough 
Council. 

The decision at the special cabinet meeting 
means the proposal will now be formally dis¬ 
cussed by all councillors this month. 

Plans for the merger were announced on 
May 9 by Forest Heath and St Edmundshury 
council leaders James Waters and John Grif¬ 
fiths. 

Both councils already share services which 
has resulted in savings of £4million a year. 

St Edmundshury Borough Council leader, 
Cllr Griffiths, said: “I am pleased our cabinets 
have had the opportunity to sit down togeth¬ 
er and start the process of formally looking at 
the benefits of a single council. 

“We have already shown that sharing ser¬ 
vices across both councils not only saves mil¬ 
lions of pounds but brings real benefits to the 
communities we serve. That has given us the 
firm financial footing and now a golden op¬ 
portunity to look at how to even better meet 
future challenges, drive growth and prosper¬ 
ity while continuing to deliver high quality 
services. 

“I think most people care more that we 


are delivering services in the most effective 
way than they do about council structures, 
boundaries and processes. They want us to 
be forward-thinking and not let structure get 
in the way of providing jobs, opportunity and 


continued vibrant communities.” 

Cabinet members discussed the possibility 
a single council could mean an even better 
ability to continue to deliver services while 
driving growth, jobs and supporting local 


communities. 

The meeting agreed officers carry out work 
to test the preferred option of a single coun¬ 
cil against alternatives. This would lead to a 
business case being created for both councils 
to also consider. 

Forest Heath District Council leader, Cllr 
Waters, said: “Working with our communities 
is at the heart of what we do and will contin¬ 
ue to be a priority.

Final farewell for respected town, 
district and county councillor

NEWMARKET paid its final 
respects to local councillor 
Bill Sadler at his funeral fol¬ 
lowing his death last month. 

Eriends and family attend¬ 
ed the service at St Mary’s 
Church in Newmarket last 
Thursday for Cllr Sadler, 
who died on Tuesday, May 
16, aged 81. 

The Yorkshire-horn coun¬ 
cillor had been a constant, 
often controversial figure in 
local politics for more than 
half a century, serving on the 
Urban District Council, Eor- 
est Heath District Council, 
and Suffolk County Council. 

He was one of two found¬ 
ing councillors of Newmar¬ 
ket Town Council still seated 
on the authority until his 
death. 

Away from politics, Cllr 
Sadler was also chairman of 
Newmarket’s Royal British 
Legion and organised Re¬ 
membrance Day services in 


the town each year. 

Long-term partner lanet 
Clarke said that he was “a 
man who spoke his mind” 
and a person who represent¬ 
ed all of the people in New¬ 
market. 

Mayor of Newmarket Andy 
Drummond said: “Bill was 
a long-standing councillor, 
representing town, district 
and county over his many 
years of public service. 

“We didn’t always get on, 
but I always respected him 
as an ally or adversary, de¬ 
pending upon how things 
stood at the time. One thing 
I do know - we shall all miss 
him at council.” 

Cllr James Waters, lead¬ 
er of Eorest Heath District 
Council, said: “We are all 
shocked to lose such a dear 
friend and a much-respect¬ 
ed colleague.”

Dry spell prompts water warning 



AFTER eight months of be¬ 
low average rainfall in the 
East of England, Anglian Wa¬ 
ter is advising homeowners 
to use water wisely. 

The water company is 
advising people to leave the 
sprinkler in the shed and 
learn to love their hrown 
lawns. 

A hosepipe han is not 
expected this summer, as 
Anglian says water levels in 
reservoirs and groundwa¬ 
ter stores are healthy for the 
time of year hut it is asking 
people to conserve water 
where they can. 

Meanwhile, some farmers 
are reporting as low as 10 per 
cent of their expected March 
and April rainfall, which af¬ 
fects crops such as wheat 
and sugar heet. 

The region experienced 
13.1 mm of rainfall in April, 
just 36 per cent of the 
monthly average. 

There may he irrigation 
restrictions for farmers if the 
dry weather continues, says 
the National Farmers’ Union 
(NFU), which is concerned 
about the impact the pro¬ 
longed dry weather is having 
on crop development. 

Regan Harris, from Angli¬ 
an Water, said: “Dry periods

like this remind us that water 
is a precious commodity we 
often take for granted. This 
is why we always encour¬ 
age customers to use water 
wisely. 

“One of the reasons Angli¬ 
an Water can be so confident 
there won’t be a hosepipe 
ban this year is because it’s 
invested millions to reduce 
leakage.” 

Meanwhile, the NFU is 
working closely with the 
Environment Agency, pub¬ 
lic water supply companies, 
Defra and The Met Office to 
assess the situation as this 
spell of dry weather contin¬ 
ues. 

Brian Finnerty, of NFU 
East Anglia, said: “1 don’t 
think anyone is talking about 
hosepipe bans, but that’s not 
an issue for the NFU. 

“From the farming per¬ 
spective, farm reservoirs are 
pretty full at the moment. 

“Our concerns are about 
the impact prolonged dry 
weather is having on crop 
development, with some re¬ 
strictions possible on spray 
irrigation in certain areas if 
the dry weather continues.” 


Anglian Water’s tips for be¬ 
ing water-wise are: 

• Stay hydrated - leave a jug 
of tap water in the fridge to 
cool down rather than run¬ 
ning the tap to get it cold. 

• Finished with the pad¬ 
dling pool for the day? Use 
the water on the flower beds 
instead of Ailing a watering 
can with fresh tap water. 

• Better still, ditch the pad¬ 
dling pool altogether and 
head to one of the fantastic 
beaches dotted along the 
East of England coastline. 
This year, many have been 
awarded Blue Flags and Sea¬ 
side Awards. 

• Check your local weather 
forecast, if it’s going to rain 
the next day then don’t water 
the plants. 

• Learn to love your brown 
lawn - leave the sprinkler in 
the shed this summer, your 
lawn will soon bounce back 
and be vibrant and green 
again. 

• Get a water butt - if you’re 
the last person on your street 
without one, what are you 
waiting for? Water butts can 
save water and will give you 
a handy supply if you don’t 
have an outside tap.

B igger isn't always better, 

especially in today's car world 
where more from less is the 
modern mantra. 

That's why you can now buy a big 
car with an engine so apparently small 
and feeble that there's no hint of its 
size in chrome on the boot lid. 

In truth, the clever people buried 
deep in the car makers' engineering 
departments have cracked the less-is- 
more conundrum and given us a new 
generation of tiny petrol engines that 
perform like lions. 

Most - 70 per cent - of the latest 
Honda Civic will be sold with an 
engine that features only three 
cylinders and displaces a mere one 
litre. 

In compensation, it puts out 127 
horsepower and rows the new car 
along with complete conviction while 
using, on paper at least, less fuel than 
either the old 1.4 or 1.8 litre units of 
the old model. 

If you insist on something bigger 
under the bonnet there's a 1.5 litre 
petrol engine ready to assist, but it will 
be a rarer sight on your local dealer's 
inventory. 




whichever engine you go for - the 
diesel from the old car arrives later 
this year - the new Civic is longer by 
13cms, wider by 3cms and lower by 
2cms than the outgoing model. 

That brings a boot as big, at a 
cavernous 478 litres, as anything in the 
sector - Focus and Golf are obvious 
comparisons. 

Lower, though, in a effort to add a 
sporty touch and a height reduction 
that means there is no longer room for 
the fuel tank beneath the front seats 
and that means farewell to the clever 
'magic' rear seat which flipped to let 
you pack a smallish bicycle behind the 
driver. 

Also lacking from the newcomer 


is a dashboard that looked more like 
an arcade game display than a sober 
information dispenser. The new one is 
much more conventional. 

New Civic prices start at £18,335 for 
an entry level SE and top out with the 
£27,295 Prestige with larger 1.5 petrol 
engine and automatic transmission. 

The manual gearbox is smooth and 
light enough to make a sensible choice 
for most drivers, but the auto will go 
down well with owners who spend 
their lives in town or traffic jams. A 
significant 40 per cent of Civics are 
likely to be autos. 

The official figures give the 1.0 litre 
engine a C02 output from 106g/km 
and 55.4mpg overall with the 1.5 litre 
from 133g/km and 46.3mpg average. 

New suspension, newly independent 
at the rear, brings a ride that verges 
on the soft but the push of a button 
in some higher grade versions stiffens 
things up and makes the car feel much 
more playful on the corners. 

The latest Civic represents the largest 
single model development programme 
in Honda's history, so there's a lot 
riding on the success of the bigger, yet 
smaller new baby.

Having already won the English and Irish 
versions of both the 2000 and 1000 Guineas 
this season, Aidan O'Brien was attempting to 
maintain his vice-like grip of this year's Classics. 

But a fraught day for the Irish - a technical 
fault with their plane meant the formidable 
Ballydoyle squad did not arrive on track until 
around the time of the first race - became as 
gloomy as the dark rain clouds which encicrcled 
the course as Rhododendron was sent off a 
heavily-backed 8-11 favourite. 

And in torrential rain, Frankie Dettori took 
charge, powering John Gosden's Cheshire 
Oaks heroine Enable (6-1) past the floundering 
Rhododendron to win cosily. 


Dettori said: "When I saw Ryan (Moore 
(Rhododendron's jockey) not moving, I thought
